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HYDE PARK, N. Y;, Nov. 4.— 
(UP)—President Roosevelt, in a 
fighting pre-election radio address 
to the nation tonight, declared 
that “Democracy in order to live 
must become a positive force in 
the daily lives of its .people.” 

“T am not talking mere idealism; 
I am pressing realistic necessity,” 
he said. “I reject the merely neg- 
ative purposes proposed by old 
line Republicans and Communists 
alike—for they are people whose 
only purpose is to survive against 
anyother Fascist threat than 
own.” 

Mr. Roosevelt called on the na- 
tion to preserve the-<social and 
economic advances of liberalism 
in next Tuesday's elections and 
throughout his speech’stressed the 
necessity for continuing policies 
in national government. 

Speaking from the library of his 
Hyde Park home, the chief exec- 
utive reminded American citizens 
of “terrorism and intolerance” in 
other lands and warned that un-

But giving up territory which it ‘s felt would 
jeopardize the future safety of the empife, as 
well as the independénce of its various units, is 
one thing; rearranging the frontiers of a few 
western European countries is quite another. If 
there ever was any. doubt as to whether the 
British government could count on the whole- 
hearted support of its far-flung associates in a 
war to save the Czechs there should be none, 
certainly, if it came to a fight to save the 
empire.

Chamberlain presses his appeasement 
the point. of returning the former 
colonies, his early passing from office! need 
cause no surprise. _Not only are the vast ma- 
jority of British people against it, but a heavy 
majority, according ‘to a recent poll by the In- 
stitute of Public Opinion, would be willing to 
wage a war to prevent the return. Since the 
appeasement of the German dictator at Munich, 
Japan has won a tremendous military and 
economic advantage in the Far East, making a 
tightening of the lines of empire even’ more 
essential if the independence of its assdciated 
nations is to be preserved. 

The battle between Chamberlain and the 
opposition in parliament, which may be ex- 
pected to grow in intensity, is in reality a fight 
between those who believe the prime minister’s 
appeasement policy will bring peace for a gen- 
eration and those who think that Britain will 
be called upon to fight for the empire at any 
moment. The former favor cautious réarma- 
ment, fearing extreme measures would ‘arouse 
Hitler’s suspicions‘as to the sincerity of Cham- 
berlain's plans, But there are many “extreme 
measure” men in the prime minister’s: ranks. 
Although they will not vote openly with the op- 
position, their influence will be on the ‘side of 
speeding rearmament to the limit. There is an 
undercurrent of feeling that rearmament is the 
thing and the speedier the better. | 

Unless Hitler-is being greatly misjudged 
such colonies as may be returned would not be 
long left as peaceful spots of land on the earth's 
surface. Therein lies the danger. That the 
British, and all the nations of the common- 
wealth, would fight to prevent a return need 
not be doubted.

BOND TAXES OPPOSED 

Considerable opposition may be expected 
against the proposed plan to remove the con- 
stitutional tax-exemption privileges from in- 
comes derived from state and municipal bonds. 
It is a foregone conclusion that most of the 
states, cities and towns, once the full import 
of the proposal is realized, will oppose it with 
all the power at their command. 

The administration, it is reported, hopes to 
abolish the exemption by statute, rather than 
resort to constitutional amendment, which 
would require ratification by legislatures of 
three-fourths of the states. 

A “conference of state defense” already has 
been formed. It is composed, so far, of attor- 
neys general from 39 states and other state 
and municipal officials. There is a great deal 
of concern over the effects the proposal would 
have upon local government financing. It is 
contended that federal taxation of income from 
state and municipal bonds would simply be an 
added burden on people who don’t own such 
bonds. One prominent official of New Yérk 
state makes the outright prediction that in- 
terest rates will have to be increased as much 
as 2 per cent to make such securities market- 
able. This, according to the same Official, 
would add over-$400,000 per year to the cost of 
borrowing in that state. The same would 
doubtless be true in every state and municipal- 
ity in the nation. 

There is also some concern over the possi- 
bility of congress attempting to tax income 
from outstanding tax-exempt issues. It is un- 
derstood, however, the President does not in- 
dorse making the legislation retroactive. Such 
a procedure would be decidedly unfair inas- 
much as present bondholders paid for their 
exemption by accepting low rates of interest. 

Regardless of what method is utilized to 
make the tax legal, the increased interest rate, 
which every authority on the subject concedes 
will be necessary, must come out of the pockets 
of the little man back home. The money would 
go to Washington, as a tax on the bondholders’ 
income but, in the final analysis, it would be 
an added burden to the man least able to 
bear it. 


THE SWING IN CHILE 


Many observers have seen in the recent 
Chilean elections a strong swing to the left for 
South American politics, some with a note of 
pessimism. That Pedro Aguirre Cerda emerged 
victorious in the presidential race over Gustavo 


Ross has brought this interpretation because 


it represented a popular front success, to the 
surprise even of its supporters. 

An understanding of the background of the 
Chilean economy and a new internal attitude 
toward the problems of the country do not 
bear out a pessimistic interpretation. They do 
affirm a belief that Chile is swinging to a 
more liberal government surprisingly similar 
to that of the United States under President 
Roosevelt. 

This shift in sentiment foredooms the agri- 
cultural paternalism which has marked the na- 
tion. It is an outgrowth of technological de- 
velopment that has been strangling the great 
nitrate industry, which for a time propped the 
economy of the country and furnished its great- 
est source of governmental income. 

Ross, the conservative former finance min- 
ister, was defeated because he stood as the 
representative of the great land-owning fam- 
ilies of the South American country. He was de- 
feated because of a new social consciousness de- 
veloped under President Alessandri. 

But this does not necessarily, or even pos- 
sibly, mean a wide leftward swing. Aguirre may 
be expected to follow the lines of the Roose- 
veltian New Deal—has already intimated that 
Chile might copy some of the United States 
economic projects. 

From the selfish viewpoint, this country 
stands to gain infinitely more under the new 
regime than it would have otherwise. Fascism 
will not be popular, nor will the Fascist na- 
tions. Chile will need more help than it has 
been receiving in the reconstruction of an al- 
most-shattered economy. That assistance the 
United States can—and should—give. Its form 
may be decid ! at Lima in December when the 
Pan American nations meet in the Peruvian 
capital. 


In case of a United States of Europe, per- 
haps little Czechoslovakia, drawn into an un- 
willing alliance with Hitler, would be one of 
those child brides.

NAZI BLUFF CONFIRMED 
(From The Chattanooga Times.) 


Herr Hitler's gift to the Chamberlain govern- 
ment as the British parliament reconvenes to con- 
front the post-Munich world is the announcement 
of an army shake-up which to informed observ- 
ers emphasizes with startling clarity the nature 
of the grandiose bluff Der Fuehrer made good at 
Berchtesgaden, at Godesberg, and, finally, at 
Munich. The “resignation” of General Ludwig 
Beck, chief of the general staff of the German 
army, reveals a great deal about the Nazis which 
Prime Minister Chamberlain will not find com- 
forting. In an Associated Press dispatch from 
Berlin, Mr. Louis P. Lochner quotes “informed 
sources” as stating that “when it became clear 
that Hitler was determined to risk armed force to 
‘liberate’ Sudetenland, General Beck felt he 
could not take responsibility of mapping military 
plans for a Germany he considered inadequately 
prepared to meet a combined allied force.” Be- 
cause General Beck, “as a disciplined soldier,” 
realized “he had underestimated German will to 
conquest and had overestimated the will of Brit- 
ain and France to prevent further spread of Ger- 
man influence,” he has “resigned.” 

The embarrassment confronting the Chamber- 
lain government in the weeks ahead will arise not 
so much out of the now obvious fact that Hitler 


and his aides won a great diplomatic triumph, as 


it will out of a situation in which Mr. Chamber- 
lain seems to figure as a true friend of the Nazis. 
The question arises now, is Mr. Chamberlain com- 
mitted primarily to a policy of appeasement be- 
cause he believes in peace with justice, or is he 
really a warm admirer of the Fascist way of get- 
ting things done and also an admirer of the Rome- 
Berlin ideology? Those are hard questions to put 
to the head of democratic Britain. But as the 
story unfolds of what really happened in the 
weeks before Munich, more and more Britons are 
likely to ask Mr. Chamberlain if there is any 
point at which his government will make a stand 
against the dictators. In short, for what is Britain

Long Preparation. 

Shade tobacco is an aristocratic 
crop, requiring attention 13 
months. Growers already have 
prepared beds for their 1939 crop, 
long before some of them have 
completed the grading and deliv- 
ery of their 1938 leaf. 

Nurtured in carefully prepared 
beds, the plants are set out

fertilizer are added. 

Then shades are placed over the 
plants, either cheese cloth on 
wooden frames, or long wood in 
slats. The cloths costs about $224 
an acre and is good, if the farmer 
lucky, for two seasons. 

Insects and disease must be 
fought off, the tobacco properly 
cured, graded and baled in rattan 
packages, of 150 to 200 pounds 
each. Best leaves are used for 
cigar wrappers, the lower grades 
for cheaper cigars and the lowest 
grades for fillers. 

Wrapper Needs. 

About one and a quarter to two 
pounds of wrapper leaf are need- 
ed for 1,000 cigars. 

Yield is about 1,000 pounds to 
the acre, with the four 
discarded by all growers as waste. 
Most of the crop already is spoken 
for by pri ate corporations which 
also grow tobacco, as there is no 
surplus. Connecticut thus far is 
the only other producing area, 
LaPrade said. 

LaPrade also is studying vari- 
eties, seeking strains resistant to 
disease and most suitable for the 
Georgia area. He also had pro- 
duced ten pounds of seed—an 
ounce being enough to plant the 
average farm.

INSURGENTS TAKE 
MAJOR EBRO GOAL 


Radiocast Says Mora de 
Ebro Falls; Loyalists Admit 
They’re Retreating. 


HENDAYE, France (At the 
Spanish Frontier), Nov. 4.—(/)— 
broadcast a 
radio announcement tonight that 
their troops had occupied Mora 
de Ebro, major objective of their 
Ebro river offensive. 

The announcement said Insur- 
gent forces advanced all along the 
Ebro front, reaching the river in 
several places in a drive to regain 
the zone west of the stream lost 


to government forces last July. 


The radio report of the occu- 
pation of Mora de Ebro, which 
lies in the heart of the battle 
front, was not confirmed imme- 
diately by other Insurgent ad- 
vices, 

Dispatches from the front said, 
however, that Miravet and Benis- 
anet, towns close to Mora de Ebro. 
were taken during the early after- 
noon after an advance of almost 
four miles, 

Government leaders reported 
their forces were retreating in 
some sectors, but that they were 
still doggedly resisting the In- 
surgents.

‘United Georgia Farmers’ Head Defends AAA Program 


and Appeals for Favorable Vote in Referen- 
dum Set for December 10. 


By W. R. FRIER JR. 
CARTERSVILLE, Ga., 
Urging the farmers of Georgia to 
vote for cotton quotas in the De- 
cember 10 election, R. M. Stiles, 
president of the United Georgia 
Farmers, declared today that “a 
failure to retain marketing quotas 
for 1939 will start us back on the 
road to a big cotton acréage to 
cure the situation caused by too 
much cotton.” 

Mr. Stiles declared that should 
marketing quotas be defeated in 
the December 10 referendum more 
cotton will be planted and more 
bales of cotton will be raised, 
causing an even further drop in 
price. 

“The price of cotton is cheap 
now,” Mr. Stiles said, “too cheap. 
But should the farmers vote to 
defeat the present program, more 
cotton will be planted next year. 
More cotton next year would 
mean about the cheapest cotton 
the south has ever seen—the 
cheapest cotton and the hardest 
times.” 


The Bankhead Act. 


Mr. Stiles defended the present 
AAA program, blamed the present 


carryover of a 13,400,000-bale sur- . 


plus to the fact the old Bankhead 
act was declared unconstitutional. 
The result of this decision on the 
part of the supreme court was a 
19,000,000-bale crop in 1937, Mr. 
Stiles said, and the present carry- 
over. 

“In view of the time at which 
it passed,” according to the UGF 
president, “the 1938 AAA program 
has done all that could be asked 
of it. If we keep our cotton pro- 
duction down until this surplus is 
reduced, prices will again get back 
to reasonable levels,
